Duke Viadimir Alexandrovitch died at

his home here this evening of asthma. 


Yesterday he participated in a military 


parade and was in his usual health, 


though he was getting old. 
Viadimir was the uncle of the present 


Czar and for many years while the 
Czarina was presenting a succession of 
girls to her husband, was regarded as 
likely to one day become the Emper- 
or. But his hopes were ended when a 
direct heir to the throne was born. 

Viadimir was long the Commander- 
in-Chief of the army and was the idol 
o? the soldiery. He was absolutely fear- 
less and he carried out his ideas of sup- 
pressing anarchists in bloody fa8hion. 
As a resu!t of attempts on his life he 
fled from Russia some years ago and 
took up his residence in Paris, where 
his revels and his reckless extravagance 
excited much comment. It was said 
that the activity of the nihilists would 
keep him ont of Russia the rest of his 
life, but he returned some months ago. 
He was the father of the Grand Dukes 
Cyril and Boris.

He had been corfined there as a pris- 
oner of war for a number of years. 

Geronimo died of pneurhonia after two 
days’ illness at the’hospital at the Fort 
Sill army post, where he had been held 
for several years as a prisoner of war. 
He will be buried in the Indian ceme- 
tery near the fort tomorrow. The fu- 
neral will be conducted by Christian 
missionaries, the chief having sg: 
religion three years ago. 

Geronimo, who was the war chief of 
the Apaches, was captured with his 
band at Skelton Canyon, Ariz., 22 years 
ago, having surrendered to Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, who had pursued him for 
months. 

It is a curious coincidence that news 
of Geronimo’s death was sent out from 
Lawton, which was named after the 
late Henty F. Lawton, the famous gen- 
eral, who as a member of Miles’ com- 
mand led the 3000-mile chase that re- 
sulted in the chief's surrender. 

The chase after Geronimo was begun 
at Omaha in Janua ry, 1885, and the cap- 
ture of Geronimo and his band was 
made nearly two years later. 

Since he has been confined at Fort 
Sill, Geronimo has made many attempts 
to gain liberty. Early in 1908, Geronimo 
made a trip to Washington With a num- 
ber of his followers in an effort to in- 
terest President Roosevelt in his case. 
The old Indian was unsuccessful. how- 
eyer, and to the last Geronimo has been 
full of bitter hatred for the white man. 

Geronimo Was 86 years old. One 
daughter, Lola, who lives in Oklahoma, 
survives the aged warrior.

One of them was ad- 
dressed to “‘My Darling Colonel.” 

The alleged blackmailers are said to 
have spent a year or more in attempt- 
ing to obtain money from the Colonel. 
A week ago the two men, becoming 
bolder Aas the day for the convening of 
tahe Army Retiring Board approached, 
became more insistent, declaring that 
they must have large sums of money or 
they would give the letters to the news- 
papers. = 

Col. Tucker laid the matter before his 
attorney, Leo J. Doyle, and Doyle car- 
ried it to the Secret Service officials.

WAS POLITICAL FIGHTER 





His Hat Believed to Have 
Been Left on Wharfboat 
by Assailants. 





The theory that William Baggot,. the 
real @state dealer who has disappeared 
from his home, 1463 Union boulevard, 
committed suicide by throwing himself 
into the river is scouted by friends who 


have Known him well for twenty or 


more years. 

Mr. Baggot’s hat was found or the 
floor of the Diamond Jo Line wharfboat 
at the foot of Washington avenue Tues- 
day night by Watchman Peter Roedel, 


who took it to Capt. A. L. Dawley, 
cashier of the line. Inside the sweat- 
band of the hat Mr. Baggpt’ s card was 
found, and the hat was: later «identified 
by Edward H. Meyer, Mr. 
confidential clerk. 

“Mr. Baggot was too .aggressive 
have committed suicide,” said a friend 
Wednesday. ‘‘He was a fighter who 
was too much interested in the troubles 
of other people to have brooded over 
his own. It is the introspective man 
who takes his own life after brooding 
over what he believes to be troubles too 
great to bear. 


Was Hard Political Fighter. 


“While Mr. Baggot was not the sort 
of a man to resort to force, he was 
fearless in his speech, and nothing 
made him hesitate to say what ‘he 
thought of his political enemies. He 
has always been more or less of"4 poll- 
tician, but of late years has been on the 
losing side. He was against the ‘Big 
Cinch’ and all the existing rulers in 
city politics. He never ceased to fight 
the Butler element in politics, and was 
free in his denunciations of men to their 
faces. 

‘This did not endear him to the sup- 
porters of a certain class of poli- 
ticians. My belief is that while he 
was suffering from his illness he went 
down into the lower wards of thé city 
and perhaps drank something, got into 
a political argument and said something 
that forced an attack upon him. I think 
he probably was slugged. I cannet be- 
lieve that he would willingly destroy 
himself.’’ 

Mr. Baggot was seen several times last 
Saturday afternoon after he left his 
house to go to the drug store. Miss 
Josephine Carten of 1465 Stewart place, 
who is well acquainted with Mr. Bag- 
got, reported to the police of the Twelfth 
District Twesday night that she saw 
Mr. Baggot on an eastbound Wellsten 
car about 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
He boarded the car at Arlington ave- 
nue, a little more than a block from 
his house. 


Was Seen Downtown. 


There was nothing unusual in his ap- 
pearance, Miss Carten said, and she did 
not miss him until the car reached Gar- 
rison avenue. 

Mr. Baggot was seen again at Seventh 
and Morgan streets at 4:30 o’clock by a 
friend of the family, who reported the 
matter to J. M. Hennessey, Mr. Bag- 
got’s brother-in-law. This would bring 
him in the vicinity of the wards in 
which his friends believe he got into an 
argument and probably was beaten. 

Mr. Baggot's hat could not have “been 
on the wharfboat more than an hour 
before its discovery by the night watch- 
man, as a day watchman and two negro 
laborers were at work there at various 
times during the day, and saw no ‘one 
answering Baggot's desrription during 
the day. 

The theory is advanced that he might 
have been slugged and his hat placed 
on the wharfbeat to lead to the belief 
that he had threwn himself into the 
water.

SHOW CONSPIRACY 
TO AILL CARMACK 


Witness Testifies ‘Sharp De- 
clared Politician Deserved 
to Be.Shot: 


TRAGEDY IS DESCRIBED 











Woman Eye Witness. Testifies 
That Editor Was Shot 
‘From the Rear. 





NASHVILLE, Tenn., Peb. 17.—Having 
shown by the only eyewitness to the 
tragedy how former Senator Carmack 
was shot by Col. Duncan B. Cooper 
and his son, Robin, the State began to- 
day presenting eW@dence to show that 
there was a conspiracy ‘to kil] the edi- 
tor in which ex-Sheriff Sharpe, on trial 
with the Coopers, was implicated. 

W. J. Smith testified that he and 
Sharpe had discussed Senator Carmack 
and hig following in the Maxwell house 
during the Tast campaign. 

“Sharpe told me,’’ the witness swore, 
“that Carmack had been a disturbing 
element to the Democratic party ever 
since he had been in politics, that his 
tactics were disrupting the State and 
that if they were not stopped by some 


means the State would surely be car- 
ried by the Republicans. He used 
many bitter oaths in reference to Car- 
mack and declared that he ought to 
have been in hell long ago.”’ 

Smith’stestimony closely followed that 
given by Hugh Morton yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Sharpe Criticises Carmack. 

L. A. Welch, a barber, swore that 
while he was shaving Sharpe the latter 
called his attention to an editorial writ- 
ten by Carmack in the Tennesseean 
which he had characterized as unwar- 
ranted. Welch swore that when Sharpe 
said this he also declared Carmack 
ought to have been killed long .ago. 
The conversation took place just before 
the election in November. 

While Welch was on the stand Attor- 
neys Washington for the defense and 
Garner for the State clashed and for a 
time a fist fight seemed imminent, but 
Judge Hart restored order. 

Miss Mary Skeffington, State Li- 
brarian, swore that she walked down 
the Capitol steps, three blocks from 
the scene of the killing, a few mo- 
ments before it took place. As she 
approached the scene of the tragedy 
she raet John D. Sharp and was talk- 
ing to him when she heard reyolver 
shots. 

Kaew: What Shooting Was, 

“T turned to Mr. Sharp and asked 
him what the shooting was,” the wit- 
ness swore, ‘‘and he looked at me and 
said: ‘Nothing much, I guess, merely 
Dunc Cooper killing Ed Carmack.’ 
Then Mr. Sharp turned and left me, 
walking rapidly toward where the 


noise of the shooting:came from.’’ 
Charles B. Horn, a real estate man, 


testified to a conversation which he 
said he had with Sharp before the Car- 
mack-Patterson primary. He said that 
Sharp had called Carmack vile names. 

Miss Teresa McKeon swore that she 
was in Dr. Fort's office when Robin 
Cooper came in to have his wounded 
shoulder dressed. , His father was with 
him, she said. 

“While the doctor was busy on Rob- 
in,”’ she testified, ‘I heard Col. Cooper 
say to him: ‘Don’t let anyone come in 
here. I don’t want to have to shoot 
another man.’ 

“During the time he was in the office 
he kept walking up and down the 
room.”’ 

Boy Glares at Ceoper. 

A dramatic touch was given to the 
trial yesterday when Mrs. Carmack took 
beside her and held her hand. The boy’s 
the stand and her ll-year-old son stood 
big blue eyes, glistening with tears he 
would not permit to flow, were fixed on 
the face of Col. Cooper. Once their eyes 
met and those of the man instantly 
dropped. 

A cloud of pagsion swept the lad’s 
face and the hand that held his mother’s 
fingers gripped spasmodically. He held 
so tightly that the skin turned purple. 

Mrs. Carmack, sobbing behind her 
widow's veil and not able to stand, was 
supported into the courtroom by her 
cousin, Frank D. Lander, who has suc- 
ceeded Senator Carmack in the man- 
agement of the Tennesseean. Little 
“‘Ned’’ clung to one of her hands. As 
Mrs, Carmack was put in her seat her 
head went back and she fainted. She 
did not recover full possession of her 
faculties for nearly ten minutes. 

John Sharp turned toward his wife 
with: a questioning glance at the ap- 
pearance of Mrs, Carmack. Col. Cooper 
looked at the black-robed figure once 
and bent his head. ‘

Sixty villages in this district were 
wholly or partially destroyed and the 
loss of life is estimated at between 5000 
and 6000. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Feb. 17.— 
Heavy earthquakes were felt through- 
out the island of Porto Rico at 3 a. m. 
No damage was done. The vibrations 
lasted for 20 seconds. The movement 
was from east to west. The weather 
today is very stormy. 


SMYRNA, Feb. 17.—A strong earth- 
quake was registered here at 5 o'clock 
this morning. Reports from Phocea and 
Menemen, where -*earthiquakes " last 
month did much damage, say a dozen 
houses collapsed, but there was no loss 
of life. 

At least 12,000 cattle were killed and 
the inhabitants .who are destitute are 
flocking to Burujard appealing for im- | 
mediate aid. The earthquake covered 
an enormous area in sparsely populated 
country and nearly every village in the 
province was engulfed.

HADLEY NOT DECIDED 





Governor Declares He Will 
Consider Plan Carefully 
Before He Acts. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 17.—Gov. 
Hadley has not decided whether he 
will recommend to the General Assemb- 
ly the creation of a commission to in- 
vestigate the lawe of the various states 
in reference to the contrwu! of the liquor 
traffic. 

The proposed commission was sug- 
gested to the Governor by the Rev. 
Jacob F. Meeker, pastor of Compton 
Hill Congregational Church, St. Louis. 

In the recent campaign Dr. Meeker 
was affiliated with Chairman Howe and 
Louis Republi- 
can Central Committee. He is an active 
lea of the yuung men’s Republican 
auxiliary organization, which was 
formed under the auspices of Chairman 
Howe and Otto Stifel, the brewer poli- 
tician. 

Dr. Meeker made a score of speeches 
for the Republican ticket last November 
and was compensated therefor by the 
Republican City Committee. 

Stifel’s Scheme, It Is Believed. 

Legislators are disposed to believe that 
Dr. Meeker’s proposition for a liquor 
commission is in accord with the views 
of Otto Stifel, and other Republican 
leaders. Whether the creation of a com- 
mission by the Legislature would tend 
to hold the flood of anti-liquor meas- 
ures in abeyance is an open question, 
the lawmakers say. 

It is generally believed here that the 
Meeker proposition is entirely agreeable 
to the brewery interests. Friends of the 
prohibition movement think it is de- 
signed to smother the agitation for the 
submission of a prohibition amendment. 

Gov. Hadley admitted to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that Dr. Meeker 
conceived the commission scheme. 

‘“T was glad to recelve the clergy- 
man’s suggestion,’’ said the Governor. 
‘However, I am not committed to the 
proposition. It may be that a commis- 
sion would furnish the correct solution 
of the liquor question in this State. 

Social, Not Political Issue, 

“The commission could ascertain every 
phase of the liquor traffic and the legis- 
lation regarding it In every state, and 
particularly the good or evil effects of 
prohibition. The issue is social rather 
than political. So far as I can observe,

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TRIAL BY JURY IN TENNESSEE. 

The Carmack murder case is at.last under way 
before a jury, four of whom can neither read nor 
write, and all of whom took oath that they had 
not read a‘*newspaper since the killing. Some 
declared théy had not read a-newspaper for 10 
years. 

These twelve good men and true were obtained 
by straining 3000 men through a seive so fine 
that every actually compétent man was caught. 
Under the Tennessee law a man is legally in- 
competent for jury duty who has talked with 
one of the witnesses since the alleged crime, 
or has talked with any one who has talked with 
the witnesses. And as if this were not enough 
the Supreme Court holds that a newspaper which 
prints a verbatim report of testimony becomes 
a witness and to read that paper is the same as 
to talk with a witness. 

Trial by jury is one of the most dearly loved 
institutions in countries which follow the time- 
honored English procedure or have inherited 
English ideas and prejudices touching freedom, 
individual liberty and other highly prized bless- 
ings. 

But it seems to be forgotten in some communi- 
ties that the original purpose oftrial by jury was 
to obtain a better assurance of even-handed jus- 
tice by placing the cause in the keeping of men 
able to understand testimony, weigh evidence and 
draw conclusions. In Tennessee the object is to 
find men who are plainly incompetent... If this 
is not a fair statement of the actual fact we 
should rejoice to have some Tennesseean make 
the necessary correction. 

The verdict in a case tried before such a jury 
is pretty sure to be guess work—judgment, intel- 
ligence and common sense not being in the 
mental equipment of the jurors. 
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Ninety per cent of cigarette sales are said to be 
to city customers.

Phonetics in School. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Inquiries which I am making in some hundreds 
of public schools throughout the country show that 
in more than three-fourths phonetics are taught, and 
that this training gives greater mastery in pronun- 
ciation. Why not? This exercise trains the pupil 
to detect the sounds that make up a word, and then 
to reproduce them on blackboard or slate. It nat- 
urally helps to educate to quick and keen analysis— 
to close observation and thought. It is manifest from 
the letters to hand, that two things would greatly 
assist this work: (1) That dictionary makers and 
school-book publishers agree upon a uniform alpha- 
bet for pronunciation—a symbol for each of the ele- 
mentary sounds in the language—42 in all. (2) That 
this enlarged alphabet be so like the common alpha- 
bet that each symbol will be easily recognized by 
any pupils who is acquainted with the common al- 
phabet—a task, I believe, that is altogether within 
the bounderies of the possible. Much help would 
come, I feel sure, were there a free exchange of 
thought on this subject, not so much among scholars 
aS among average men—the men who really make 
language. 

Were such an alphabet for pronunciation agreed 
upon and should the teaching of phonetics becom 
universal in our schools, simplified spelling wotid 
be put in a much fairer way of becoming an ac- 
complished fact. After all, the important thing is 
not the length of the step, but the direction.

Chicago’s Rapid Transit. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Capt. McCulloch, in defending the street car sy3- 
tem of St. Louis, attempts to belittle ‘the elevated 
systems of Chicago. Any Chicagoan who has lived 
in that great city long enough will tell you that the 
rapid growth of Chicago commenced with the instal- 
lation of the first elevated railroad line. This system 
with ite» spacious, comfortable and électrically heated 
ears, is a source of constant delight to the Chica- 
goan. Each train carries at least four coaches, with 
a smoker, and during rush hours some trains carry 
as many as eight cars. No collisions, blockades oT 
wagons in the track to irritate the passenger and 
make him lose his temper. When you board one 
of these cars you know exactly when #6u are. going 
t6 reach your destination. The popularity of the ele- 
vated systems is attested by the fact that real es- 
tate values have increased enormously in the vicin- 
ity of elevated stations. There is no such thing 4&5 
an empty house Or apartment within four or five 
blocks of an elevated line. The-Jackson Park Dx- 
press, which was put in operation especially to serve 
the people living in the outlying South Side districts, 
makes possible for the residents of these sections 
to get downtown in % minutes, a distance equal to 
that from Broadway to Maplewood or Normandy. 
This is rapid transit for you and this is what has 
meade Chicago the great city that she is. What St. 
Louis needs badly is a rapid transit system similar to 
Chieago’s elevated system, with its fast expresses 
and comfortable coaches. Even the cars of the Chi- 
cago surface lines are much more pleasant to ride 
in than the St. Louis cars. Blectric heaters have 
peen inetalled in most of these cars. This ie made 
necessary by a city ordimance which compels the 
company to have all @ars heated to a certain temper- 
ature during the winter menths, and in order to in- 
sure enforcement of this law all cars are required to 
carry two thermometers, out at each end. If the 
thermometer registers a temperature below that pro- 
vided by the.ordinance, then any passenger cat 
make a complaint and the company is Mable to 4 
fine.

Agreeing with The World that the 
Democratic party ‘‘is neither dead nor 
half dead,’ the Philadelphia Press in- 
sists, nevertheless, that ‘it isn’t mak- 
ing any progress,’’ and seeks to prove 
it by comparing Mr. Bryan's vote in 
1908 with his vote fh 1896. 

Such a comparison is misleading. In 
1896, 1900 and in 1904 the Democratic par- 
ty was the victim of bitter internecine 
warfare. In 1896 and in 1900 hundreds 
of thousands of Gold Democrats refused 
to support Mr. Bryan. In 1904 at least 
1,000,000 Bryan Democrats refused to 
vote for Judge Parker because of a 
misguided notion that his candidacy 
meant political reaction. Some of them 
voted the Republican ticket, but most 
of them stayed away from the polls. 

The Roosevelt vote, in spite of the 
enormeus popular plurality of: 2,500,000, 
showed an increase of only 406,000 over 
the vote cast for Mr. McKintey in 1900, 
and was only 500,000 in excess of Mr. 
McKinley’s 189 vote. In 1908 Mr. Bry- 
an’s vote was 1,300,000 in excess of Judge 
Parker’s vote in 1904, while Mr. Taft’s 
vote was only 14,000 more than Mr. 
Roosevelt’s vote. 

But of even more significance than the 
popular vote is the fact that the Sixty- 
first Congress, elected in a presidential] 
year, which should have shown a greatly 
increased Republican majority over the 


Sixtieth Congress, elected in an off year, 
shows instead a Republican loss both 


in the Senate and in the House. Neither 
can we agree with the Press that the 
election of Democratic governors in 
Ohio, Indfana and Minnesota is without 
national significance. 

The World does not rest its case on 
election statistics, however. The main 
thing is that the Democratic party is 
again united after 12 years of factional 
strife. Indeed, it is more nearly ‘united 
than the Republican party, to which 
Mr. Roosevelt has bequeathed a legacy 
of turmofl and trouble which wilt tax 
to the utmost 41] the resources of the 
Taft administration. a 

Four years ago the otitlook for the 
Democratic party was precarieus; but 
the excesses of the Roosevelt adminis-

A strong point urged by Prohibitionists is that by driving the liquor traffic 

out of the highways into the byways the temptation to drink is removed from 
teany.
